THE  COVER 

The  cover  of  April's  Folio  is  by  Moses  Soyer,  whose  self- 
portrait  (or  the  portrait  of  his  twin  brother,  Raphael)  appears 
in  the  work.  Mr.  Soyer  was  born  in  Russia  in  1899,  and  came 
to  the  United  States  at  the  age  of  12.  His  works  are  in  the  per- 
manent collections  of  the  Brooklyn  Museum,  the  Whitney  Mu- 
seum, the  Museum  of  Modern  Art,  and  the  Metropolitan 
Museum,  among  others.  He  has  had  15  one-man  shows,  and  has 


been  the  subject  of  a  film  and  three  books,  with  a  fourth  now  in 
preparation.  In  New  York  Mr.  Soyer  is  represented  exclusively 
by  the  A  C  A  Gallery,  63  East  57th  Street.  Mr.  Soyer's  next  one- 
man  show  will  be  held  at  the  Reading  Pennsylvania  Public 
Museum  &  Art  Gallery  from  April  25th  to  May  5th.  Again, 
we  would  like  to  remind  subscribers  of  WABI's  forthcoming 
art  show,  at  a  date  to  be  announced.  Works  by  Mr.  Soyer,  and 
other  important  contemporary  artists,  will  be  on  exhibit,  and  for 
sale,  with  all  proceeds  going  to  WBAI.  (Moses  Soyer's  cover 
drawing  was  photographed  by  Nathan  Rabin.) 

PROGRAMMING  NOTES 

We  would  like  to  inform  listeners  that  all  of  WBAI's  pro- 
grams are  once  again  being  broadcast  at  full  power,  thanks  to 
the  gift  of  a  power  amplifier  tube  for  our  transmitter  from 
EIMAC,  a  division  of  Varian  Associates,  Inc.  EIMAC  supports 
a  number  of  non-profit  organizations  in  ways  like  this  and  we 
would  like  to  acknowledge  this  particular  example  of  enlight- 
ened public  service. 

The  Drama  and  Literature  Department  has  scheduled  the 
now-classic  Vashti,  Queen  of  Queens,  the  spectacular  to  end  all 
spectaculars,  for — of  course — the  evening  of  All  Fool's  Day. 

D  &  L's  serious  theater  this  month  is  The  Birth  of  Venus, 
a  production  of  The  Mind's  Eye  Theatre,  written  by  Frank 
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Moffet  Mosier,  whose  play  The  Eagle  and  The  Rock  was  well 
received  by  WBAI  listeners  in  February  of  this  year.  Mr.  Mosier 
is  a  Ford  Foundation  recipient,  a  member  of  the  New  Dram- 
atists and  the  winner  of  an  observership  in  the  Playwright's  Unit 
of  The  Actor's  Studio.  The  Birth  of  Venus  will  be  broadcast  on 
April  12  at  8:00  p.m.  (April  14,  1 :  15  p.m.) 

Fredi  Dundee,  WBAI's  favorite  Scotswoman,  returns  this 
month  with  a  weekly  reading  of  Life  in  Mexico,  the  fascinating 
19th-century  Mexican  journals  of  Fanny  Calderon  de  la  Barca. 
Finally,  a  dual  reading  by  the  Ginsbergs,  pere  Louis  and  fils 
Allen,  taped  in  Newark  in  January,  will  be  heard  in  two  parts 
on  April  11,  7:30  p.m.  and  April  14,9:45  p.m. 

From  the  Music  Department  comes  a  special  presentation  of 
the  new  opera  Bomarzo  by  Alberto  Ginastera.  (April  6  at  8: 15; 
April  12  at  12:15)  The  new  Columbia  recording  of  this  work, 
which  has  been  made  available  to  us  in  advance  of  production, 
is  followed  by  discussions  with  the  composer,  librettist,  con- 
ductor, and  stage  director,  all  of  whom  were  present  for  the 
N.Y.  premiere  of  the  opera  on  March  14,  at  the  New  York  State 
Theatre.  This  opera  is  a  breakthrough  for  20th-century  opera 
and  shows  how  far  we  have  lagged  behind  our  time  in  the 
medium.  The  extraordinary  score,  combined  with  modern 
staging  (which  includes  rapid  flashbacks  and  scene  changes 
as  short  as  45  seconds)  is  unprecedented. 

April  also  inaugurates  a  series  of  programs  on  the  activities 
of  the  new  Summer  Collegium  in  Early  Music,  sponsored  by 
Windham  College  in  Putney,  Vermont  and  directed  by  lutanist 
Joseph  Iadone.  The  school's  objective  is  the  revival  of  Medieval 
and  Renaissance  music,  which  has  suffered  from  neglect  and 
bad  performance.  The  first  program  can  be  heard  on  April  1 2 
at  11  p.m. 

On  April  26  at  11  p.m.  (April  28,  11 :30  a.m.)  listeners  will 
have  the  opportunity  of  hearing  Pete  Seeger  and  Victor 
Schwarz  in  a  program  of  songs  and  stories  of  the  Hudson  River 
valley.  To  combat  air  and  water  pollution  and  land  destruction 
in  the  Hudson  River  Valley  by  awakening  historical  interest  in 
the  region,  Mr.  Seeger  has  been  instrumental  in  building  a 
replica  Hudson  River  sloop  that  will  sail  the  Hudson  from 
New  York  City  northward.  Music  by  the  distinguished  con- 
temporary composer  Stefan  Wolpe  will  be  performed  on  April 
13  at  8  p.m.  (April  15,  1 1 :30  a.m.)  when  we  present  a  broad- 
cast of  a  retrospective  concert  of  his  works  that  took  place  in 
February  at  Columbia  University.  This  program  comes  to  us 
through  the  courtesy  of  Station  WKCR. 

WBAI's  new  assistant  music  director,  Tom  Crane,  has  been 
at  work  trying  to  liven  up  our  record  concerts.  One  of  his 
projects  for  April  is  a  series  devoted  to  the  music  of  Igor  Stra- 


vinsky, from  1905  to  the  present.  Many  of  the  performances 
are  conducted  by  the  composer. 

Two  staff  members,  Steve  Post  and  Charles  Hobson,  are  pro- 
ducing special  programs  in  addition  to  their  regular  ones. 
Debbie,  produced  by  Steve  Post,  is  an  unusual  program  about 
an  unusual  human  being.  Debbie  can  be  heard  April  4  at  8:15 
p.m.  (April  7,  12  noon)  and  we  urge  you  to  listen.  A  Tribute  to 
Paul  Robeson,  produced  by  Charles  Hobson  with  the  assistance 
of  Kay  Lindsey,  will  be  broadcast  on  April  9  from  7  to  10  p.m. 
(April  10,  12  noon  to  3).  It  is,  as  the  title  indicates,  a  long-due 
acknowledgement  to  an  extraordinary  American;  the  occasion, 
his  seventieth  birthday. 

The  News  and  Public  Affairs  Department  introduces  three 
new  Commentaries  this  month.  On  Sunday  nights  at  7:30  p.m. 
members  of  the  Young  Americans  for  Freedom,  a  group  that 
describes  itself  as  "the  nation's  foremost  conservative  anti- 
Communist  organization,"  will  offer  their  observations  on 
current  affairs.  Among  the  members  of  Y.A.F.'s  active  advisory 
board  are  William  Buckley,  Barry  Goldwater  and  Ronald  Rea- 
gan. Following  them  on  Sundays  at  7:45  p.m.,  beginning  April 
21,  Julius  Lester,  SNCC  leader  and  columnist  of  The  National 
Guardian,  will  have  a  weekly  series  entitled  Conversations.  Mr. 
Lester  will  have  guests,  usually  fellow-activists,  and  they  will 
talk  about  the  movement  and  their  current  concerns. 

The  new  Education  Commentary  by  John  Marsh  is  irregu- 
larly scheduled  this  month  (April  7  and  April  2  1  at  6:45  p.m.) 
but  we  plan  to  have  it  as  a  regular  weekly  program  in  May.  At 
present  on  leave  from  the  Board  of  Education,  Mr.  Marsh 
taught  in  the  New  York  City  school  system  for  the  past  ten 
years.  He  is  the  author  of  a  standard  textbook  on  aphasia, 
former  Chairman  of  the  Foreign  Language  Dept.  of  I.  S.  201 
and  has  served  as  a  curriculum  correspondent  to  the  New 
York  school  system.  Mr.  March  is  now  teaching  at  Brooklyn 
College. 

Other  programs  of  special  interest  from  News  &  Public 
Affairs  include:  Revolution  in  the  Church,  a  series  of  programs 
taped  at  The  New  School  for  Social  Research  that  will  be  heard 
on  Sundays  at  3  p.m.;  Town  Hall  Meeting  Against  the  Draft, 
excerpts  from  the  meeting  held  in  February,  including  a  speech 
by  Noam  Chomsky  (April  11,  9:15  p.m.  April  13,  4p.m.);  and 
Buddhists  and  Communists  in  Vietnam,  an  interview  with  Thich 
Nhat  Hanh,  a  Buddhist  monk  and  poet  now  living  in  exile  in 
Paris  (April  20,  8: 15  p.m.,  April  22,  11:45  a.m.).
